Bob McMillen, the Olympic steeplechaser, returned to form 
with a smashing, 120-yard victory in a 9:16.3 2-mile over Jin 
Newcomb of Santa Ana JC, the junior AAU 5,000 meter champ.

Martin Biles, the most cool and consistent javelin throw 
er this country ever had, looked bad at the Pacific Associa- 
tion meet, barely winning at 222'10". Stanford's Bub Held, 
who developed his arm throwing lemons while irrigating his 
father's grove, was nine inches behind Biles and 13 inches a- 
head of Cal's big sophomore, George Roseme (pronounced Rosa - 
me). Held fouled on a throw of more than 230 feet, and after 
the competition he stuck the spear far out on the track four 
times in succession — over 220 feet. Later, I ventured to 
Biles: "It looks as if Held might be quite a javelin thrower 
in a few years." 

Biles, a lean, sober athlete not given to idle talk, 
said, "I think Roseme is a better prospect than Held." 

"Why?" 

"Because of his attitude. He has the most important 
thing any javelin thrower can have. That is the ability to 
leave the javelin alone. He never throws hard in practice 
or after a meet, like Held does. A javelin thrower's arm 
can stand just so much."

VAULTERS IMPROVING. When I was bitten by the track bug 
‘way back in 1931, only four men had ever pole vaulted 14 
feet. This year alone, 18 vaulters have soared that high. 

GREAT DUAL MEET 880. In the Pacific Coast - Big 9 dual 
meet June 21, five of the six 880 runners are Olympic veter- 
ans! (Champion Mal Whitfield, Herb Barten, 4th, Bob Chambers 
6th, and 1500 meter runners Bill Parnell of Canada and Don 
Gehrmann. The sixth fastest, Bob Pruitt, has clocked 1:52.2. 

CAN WHITFIELD DO IT? Never has any man won the diffi- 
cult 440-880 double in the NCAA, and not for almost half a 
century has it been done in the AAU — never in times under 
52 and 2:01. But Mal Whitfield, the olive-skinned, swivel- 
hipped Olympic 800 meter champion, is scheduled to try the 
double-trouble in both meets this month. Even in the NCAA, 
Whitfield will have fast company in the quarter, men like

McKenley Hustles To Record 
55.8 In Inglewood 500 


Inglewood, Calif., June 4— 
Hustling Herb McKenley lived ur 
to his nickname tonight. After 
running 400 meters in 46.2 at 
Compton last night, Herb hustl- 
ed 400 miles to Berkeley where 
he won a 47.4 quarter this aft- 
ernoon. Then he hustled 400 
miles back to the Inglewood In- 
vitational just in time to hus- 
tle to a world's record of 55.8 
for 500 yards.

More About FARTLEK ™ rarrtzx ts succzssru 


by Cordner Nelson 


(This is the fourth in a series about Fartlek, or "Speed 
Play", the Swedish method of training distance runners.) 

A curious, three-way paradox in training has made it 
possible for the Swedes to turn in almost unbelievable times 
from 1500 to 5000 meters. By using Fartlek, an athlete can 
running faster in training while he is running farther, and, 
believe it or not, he doesn't get as tired. 

Impossible? The purpose of this article is to make 
clear the principle of developing speed and endurance at the 
same time. It is important for distance runners and their 
coaches to grasp this principle: Run faster, run farther, 
but don't get tired. 

But before grasping the principle, you must believe it 
is possible. Here is how that seemingly impossible training 
feat is accomplished: 

1. Run faster. An athlete cannot run faster than full 
speed, but he can run at full speed, or nearly full speed, 
more often, which is done in Fartlek. 

2. Run farther. In Fartlek, a runner is in motion for a 
long period of time, unlike the American runner who rests be- 
tween practice jaunts. This results in a constant building 
of endurance during Fartlek. 
: - Don't get tired. This is accomplished by two means: 
(1) The workout Is spread out over a longer period of time, 
and (2), the athlete controls himself, slowing down before 
an oxygen debt is built up to the point of fatigue. 

Exactly how this works out may be seen in a comparison 
of Fartlek with a typical American training schedule. Here 
4s a schedule used by Indiana runners under the famous Billy 
Hayes, a schedule used by the majority of American coaches: 

Monday: Over distance (14 times your event) 

Tuesday: Speed work (3/8 of your event) 

Wednesday: Time trial (3/4 distance) 

Thursday: Pace work (} distance, 2 to 4 times) 

Friday: Rest 

Saturday: Competition 

Sunday: Walk (several miles) 

Each day's workout is preceeded by a warm-up and follow- 
ed by a warm-down, a total distance of about two miles in 
addition to the main workout. So, if you are an American mi- 
ler, you run about 3g miles on Monday, your endurence day. 

If you used Fartlek you would run 4 or 5 miles in each work- 
out! And you would not run one of those dreary 14 miles 
which hurt your speed. 

For speed work, you run 660 yards on Tuesday and 1320 on 
Wednesday, if you use the American methed for the mile. In 
Fartlek, you would do more speed work each day than you do in 
a week using the other method. And, at the same time, you 
are doing more distance work. 

The third point, "Don't get tired", is not exactly true. 
Runners using Fartlek do get tired. 
point they ease up. 
tear down all they have been building up. In the American 

method, however, you are told to run a certain distance at a 
certain speed, and, for most runners, it is a maximum effort 
three days a week — tearing down each day. The Swedes run 
hard only three times a month. 

There's the principle: Run faster, run farther, but 
don't get tired. It can be used in modifying any training 
program. It may not develop young runners quite so fast as 
the Simon Legree methods of some coaches, but it will 
assuredly develop them farther. 

(This ends the discussion of Fartlek. The next article

The World's Fastest Humana 


VIII: HAL DAVIS 


During the spring of 1940 the great Finnish distance runner, 
Taisto Maki, was touring the United states appearing in several Finnish 
Relief meets. Such a meet was staged in Los Angeles on May 17 and the 
Gemes committeehad designed a well-filled program. They had lined up a 
erack field in the 100 yds. dash,including Mozelle Ellerbe of Tuskegee, 
twice NCAA 100 champion. It was Ellerbe won won the race, but the man 
who finished 4th attracted much attention. He had stumbled at the stert, 
fell on all fours, recovered, and then made up 5 to 8 yards on some of 
the nation's crack sprinters in the last 70 yds. The runner was young 
Harold Davis from salinas Jr.College. 

Devis had had a good record previous to this race. In 1938, as a 
junior at Morgan Hill,Calif.,Hs, he had won the Pacific AAU Jr. sprints 
in 9.7 and 21.0. In 1939 he forced Clyde Jeffrey to a 9.5 century. aad 
later that year he competed for the Olympic Club in the National ag 
meet where he was unplaced in the 200 meter final. During the early part 
of 1940 he had beaten 21.0 for the furlong on more than one cccasion. At 
the Fresno Relays he. set a new JC record of 9.5 in the century. But, in 
spite of all these performances, it was that 4th place in the Finnish 
Relief meet which convinced many onlookers that young Hal was the nett 
"fastest human", 

The fans were not disappointed either. Hal tied the Jr.College 
records of 9,5 and 20.6 in taking the sprints at the National Jc meet. 
Then he copped both sprints in the Compton Invitational meet beating 
Eddie Morris, latest HS star, in a 10.3 100 m, and Clyde Jeffrey in a 
20.5 metric furlong. He finished the year off by firmly establishing 
himself as the boss =f the sprinters when he twice licked Barney Ewell 
at Fresno in the AAU meet. His clockings of 10.3 and 20.4 were both meet 
records and each missed the world mark by a tenth. 

In 1941, his fimal season at Salinas JC, Hal came up to the Nate 
ional AAU meet without a loss. He had set a new Jc furlong record of 
20.5 in the Pacific AAJ meet running against a stiff breeze. At Fresno 
a 9 mph wind was behind him as he clocked 9.4 for the 100 and 20.2 for 
the 220. He beat a field of college stars in the Coliseum Relays 100 and 
then tied Jesse Qwens' world 100 meter mark of 10.2 in the Compton 
Invitational meet. 

But in the AA meet he faced the NCAA champ Barney Ewell and Berney 
was out for revenge. At the start of the 100m., Davis, never a good 
starter, got one of the worst of his carger, while —well was away wing> 
ing. at 50m. gwell had 3 meters on Hal. pavis's final drive found him 
inches short and Ewell won in 10.3. It doean't take much figuring to 
establish Davis's last 50m. as probably the fastest ever, anytime, any- 
where. Hal got his revenge in the 200m. when he came from behind to win 
in 20.4 with Ewell 2nd. 

In 1942 Davis transferred to the Univ. of california. The season 
was one of several close brushes with his newest rival, Billy gmith, San 
Jose State Negro star. In the Long Beach Relays 100 Davis staged a 
terrific finish in the last 10 yds., one which those who saw it still 
don't believe, to come from behind and win in 9.6. He beat gnith again 
in the Pacific AAU centmry coming from behind in the last 30 yds. to 
win by 4 feet. 

The greatest and closest race of their feud was at thé Rretne 
Relays on May 16, In the feature 100 yds. smith led Hal by a good yard 
at the half-way mark. Davis inched up and drew even at 90 yds. He hit 
the tape no more than 6 or 8 inches in front in a record equalling 9.4 
century. 

In a rematch at Los Angeles a week later Davis was 1 foot back at 
90 yds. but 4 feet in front et the tape, the time being 9.8. Davis then 
won the Pacific Coast Conference sprint titles and went to the NCAA 
meet to renew iis feud with Barney Bwell. But Ewell injured a tendon in 
the broadjump trials and was out for the season. pavis had no trouble 
scoring a double win. Three days later he set meet records of 9.5 and 
20.4 in the FCC vs. Big 10 Dual at Evenaston. He finished the season 
with a perfect record by winning both sprints in the AAU championships. 

By 1943 the war had drained off much of the competition. Davis 
himself was to go into the Marines following his graduation in June. He 
was also working swing shift in a defense plant while going to school. 
Thus, due to lack of competition and lack of time for training, he did 
not seem to have his usual spark. He lost a 100 yds. race to peyton 
Jordan, former USC track captaén, who wns at gt.Mary's pre-flight at the 
tine. Davis beat Jordan in the 220 and a week later he took the Naval 
Ensign in 9.6 to even the count for the century. still, it was not 
until he dashed off a 9,5 at the Fresno Relays before he dispelled the 
rumor that he was past his peak. 

Hal successfully defended his NCAA titles and then made one lest 
onslaught on the record book in the AAU meet at New You. His 10.3 for 
100 meters just missed the world mark by a tenth while his 20.2 for 200m. 
wes 2 tenth under the record. However the wind was S3idightly over the 
limit, so Hel didn't get that one. Shortly after he was in the Marines. 

Following the end of the war, in 1947, Hal attempted a comeback. He 
won a 9.8 century for the Olympic club in a dual mest in April. But a 
pulled muscle laid him up until June. Just as he was about ready to com- 
pete again he reinjured the muscle and retired for the year. as if turned 
out, this was Hel's final year of competition. He was unable to find time 
and facilities for a try at the 1948 olympics.

HANSENNE 3:47.4, REIFF 3:48.2, VERNIER 3:48.6 
IN THRILLING 1,500m RACE AT PARIS 


(By R.L- Quercetani) 


The first big middle distance race of the 1949 European 
season was run on the track of the Jean Bouin Stadium at 
Paris on June 2. Less than 4,000 fans watched veteran Marcel 
Hansenne outsprint Gaston Reiff, the Olympic 5,000m champion 
with a devastating finish at the end of a most fascinating 
struggle. Hansenne was clocked in 3:47.4 - best ever by a 
non-Swedish 1,500m man, and 5/l0ths better than the previous 
French record. Reiff did 3:48.2 and young Jean Vernier of 
France finished a brilliant third in 3:48.6. Mohamed El Ma- 
brouk, the new star from French North Africa, was fourth in 
3:50.8. 

Pace-setter Janssen of Belgium led the field throughout 
the first lap, covered in 58 secs. Near the 700m mark Jans- 
sen suddenly faded away. While Reiff looked somewhat unde- 
cided, Jean Vernier took the lead, clocking 2:01 for the 800 
and 2:32 for the 1,000m. With one lap to go El Mabrouk made 
a strong bid and managed to pass Vernier, while Hansenne and 
Reiff were gathering strength in view of the final onslaught 

The four men engaged in a fierce battle around the last 
turn. Reiff was first off the curve, but in the homestretch 
Hansenne resolutely forged ahead, nosed out the Belgian aft- 
er a brief struggle and finally won going away. Reiff had 
his hands full staving off Vernier's last minute bid. 

In the same meet Michel Clare ran the 800m in 1:52.2 and 
Yves Cros negotiated the 400mh in 53.8. Raphaél Pujazon beat 
Maurice Pouzieux in the 3,000m. Times, 8:35.8 and 8:36.8. 0- 
lympic finalist Alain Mimoun finished third in 8:37.4. 





SWEDES VICTORIOUS IN GERMANY 
FINLAND HAS NEW JAVELIN TALENT 

A tiny Swedish team representing Malmé's leading ath- 
letic club (MAI) competed in Germany for the second time in 
less than a year. Lennart Strand, amateur pianist from Malm6 
who equaled Gunder Hagg's 1,500m record (3:43) in 1947, e- 
merged as the most distinguished performer, winning four 
1,500m races going away. His times: 3:57.2 (Hamburg), 3:53.4 
(Hamm), 3:53.0 (Bremen) and 3:56.8 (Berlin). In Bremen Lud- 
wig Warnemiinde and Rolf Seidenschnur, both of Germany, were 
extended to a good 3:58.2 in finishing behind the Swede. 

In the Hamm meet (May 20) Georg Kremer, one of Ger- 
nany most promising sprint prospects, ran the 100m in 10.5, 
winning from Sweden's Strandberg (10.7) and Pesch (10.8). 

The Finnish track season was opened on May 26 with 
several meets held throughout the country. At Varkaus Eino 
Leppdnen threw the javelin 69.18 (226'11"5/8), a truly gren* 
achievement for a May meet held in Finland. Leppdnen first 
came to prominence in 1944 with a 213'11"3/4 throw. Last 
year he placed 19th in the European list at 218'5"5/8. An- 
other famous Finnish spear thrower, Toivo Hyytidinen, is 
new training wnder the supervision of Matti Jarvinen, the 
Olympic champion of 1932.
